Four 120-mm. guns set up along the waterfront between the Suin and 

Songdu Railroad Stations, The exact locations of these guns are uncertain 
except that one gun is known to be on tha spit of land about two-thirds of 
the way between stations,

On Wolmido Island (126-36, 37-28) opposite Inchon the North Korem Navy had 
3,000 men on 9 July 1950. ‘Three "big" guns of unknown caliber are mounted on 


Sowolmido, a small island seaward of Wolmido. There are rumors in Inchon 
that there are gun bases of unspecified type on Yongjongdo Island (126-32, 
37=30), west of Wolmido, | 
3. ‘Two tanks were in the South Korean 2nd Regimental area on 12 duly 199, 
Two Norti Korean regiments were at two locations in the former South Korean 
and Regiment areas on 2 duly. An unknowa number of supply wagons and horses 
was housed in the East Inchon Police Station,
